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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments are persuasive at showing the distinctness of the 
amended claims over the prior art applied in the previous office action. The 
amendments change the claims to require a non-zero amount of acid treatment in the 
independent claim and this distinguishes the instantly claimed process over that taught 
by Sakaguchi et al in view of Hagiwara et al. Applicant's arguments regarding the 
modification of Sakaguchi in view of Yang, pertaining to the difference in surface area 
and particle degradation upon acid treatment, are persuasive; further, Yang does not 
teach acid treatments that meet the meq levels of the amended claims. Thus, the 
previously issued grounds of rejection are withdrawn from pending claims 4, 6, 8-1 1,13- 
16, and 18-23. Claims 24-25 are allowed as dependent from and further limiting of 
allowed independent claim 4. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 4, 6, 8-11, 13-16, and 18-25 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record, either alone or in combination, fails to anticipate or render obvious the 
instantly claimed method of deodorizing. Specifically, the prior art fails to teach a 
process wherein crystalline aluminosilicate particles having the composition and specific 
surface area of instant claim 4 are used in a deodorization process, and wherein the 
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particles are obtained by the acid treatment and ion exchange process specified in 
instant claim 4. 

The most relevant prior art references found are Sakaguchi et al (US 6468500) 
and Hagiwara et al (US 4959268). The difference from instant claims is that Sakaguchi 
et al teaches an aluminosilicate material having a composition represented by the 
formula al^ObAbCVcSiCVdRmAny^O, but the aluminosilicate does not contain an 
element M(1). Sakaguchi further does not teach a deodorizing process using the 
inventive aluminosilicate. Hagiwara et al teaches an aluminosilicate treated with an M(1) 
element to produce deodorizing properties, but the aluminosilicate does not meet the 
rest of the compositional limitations of the instant claims, and the Hagiwara 
aluminosilicate is amorphous. For the above, reasons, the subject matter of the 
amended instant claims is neither taught nor suggested by the prior art of record.
